The native grape grows luxuriantly
upon almost any hill top and iu any
valley. The strawberry is plentiful
in enclosed woods; the wild plum
grows to great perfection. By
healthy industry man can have vege-ble-s,

milk and butter, honey and all
the good things of good living, with
reasonable efforts. Why will people
leave such a country to go west?
Poor industrious men live better here
than wealthy men in the much praised
Texas. I know a man, whether he
lives in Gibson or not I cannot say,
that stayed in Texas through the
vegetable season of 18G2 and saw but
one cabbage and carried half of that
from Austin to Salado, fifty miles.
Those who have wares to sell should
let it be known. Those who have a
gcod country and want more popu-
lation should act likewise. Thous-
ands east who are living ou land nut
so good as ours, valued at $100 pr
acre, would make haste to get
homes here, at from 10 to 30 dollars
pr acre, if they had any idea we had
such a country as we have. We are
only six miles from Milan, the great
railroad shipping point, and will wel-

come all in search of homes.
